GENERAL ALEXIS BRUSILOFF. 


Duke Nicholas. General Brusiloff ear. 
ly distinguished himself b y the capture 
of Halicz in Septemb er, 1914, which led 
directly to the b attle of Rawa Ruska 
and the fall of Lemb erg. 
In the spring of 1910 he succeeded 
General Ivanoff as commander of the 
southern group of Russian armies and 
on June 4 that year b egan his great 
campaign. 
lie b roke the Austro-Gerinan line in 
a score of places along a front of more 
than 200 miles, rolled it b ack a distance 
of from fifty to a hundred miles, cap­ 
tured the cities of Lutsk, Dub no, Bro­ 
dy, Czernowitz, Kolomea, Stanislau and 
many others; overran the entire prov­ 
ince Of Bukowjna and captured up­ 
ward of 350.000 prisoners, hundreds of 
guns and vast supplies of war material.
